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SELECTM  EN'S  REP<  )RT 

Financial  Condition: 

As  shown  elsewhere  in  the  auditor's  report,  the  net  budget 
deficit  increased  by  $2,253.32  in  fiscal  1958.  The  reasons  for 
this  are  readily  seen  in  the  Schedule  A-3.  It  will  be  noted 
that  the  largest  single  overdraft  was  for  highway  mainte- 
nance. In  some  instances,  it  will  be  noted,  that  no  approp- 
riation was  available,  as  in  the  case  of  public  relief,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  auditor's  recommendation,  we  have  bud- 
geted $1,000.00  for  1959  to  reduce  said  deficit. 
Highways : 

Of  the  total  deficit  for  the  fiscal  year,  $2,361.34  resulted 
from  highway  operations.  A  breakdown  of  the  figures  seems 
to  indicate  an  underestimate  of  the  expenses  from  Jan.  1  to 
May  20  when  the  town  truck  was  delivered,  and  an  excessive 
amount  paid  for  additional  labor  during  the  balance  of  the 
year. 

The  selectmen  feel  that  they  should  hold  bi-weekly  meet- 
ings with  the  road  agent  and  hold  to  a  strict  budgetary  sched- 
ule of  expenses  and  a  more  rigid  accounting  procedure  to 
prevent  overexpenditure  of  highway  funds  except  in  cases 
of  emergency. 

We  recommend  that  the  town  purchase  a  tractor-loader 
for  the  use  of  the  road  agent.  Several  used  machines  which 
have  been  fully  overhauled  are  available  at  reasonable  prices. 
The  uses  of  such  a  machine  are  many  and  varied  ;  loading 
sand,  gravel,  light  excavation  work,  loading  refuse  and 
stones  from  ditches,  etc.,  to  name  a  few. 

The  road  agent  understandably  has  resorted  to  hauling 
materials  from  such  sources  where  loading  services  are  avail- 
able. This  has  often  resulted  in  increased  cost  to  the  town. 
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Equipment: 

The  selectmen  accepted  an  offer  by  Raymond  Tucker  to 
overhaul  the  grader.  It  was  completely  torn  down  and  new 
final  drive  installed,  motor  overhauled,  the  frame  welded, 
and  a  paint  job  was   performed. 

The  snow  plow  and  tractor  were  sent  to  the  N.  H.  Tract- 
or Co.  for  overhauling.  The  tractor  was  found  to  be  in  ex- 
cellent condition  except  for  new  brake  shoes.  The  plow  was 
found  to  be  badly  cracked  and  was  welded.  The  hydraulic 
system  was  completely  overhauled.  Both  tractor  and  plow 
were  steam  cleaned,  zinc  chromated  and  painted.  A  new  cab 
with  electric  windshield  wipers  was  added. 

Town  Truck: 

As  a  result  of  the  vote  in  last  year's  town  meeting,  the 
selectmen  and  the  advisory  committee  advised  the  truck  deal- 
ers in  the  Plymouth  and  Bristol  areas  of  our  needs.  The  bid- 
ding was  highly  competetive  and  very  involved  with  technical 
details.  After  several  meetings  of  the  committee  and  select- 
men and  interviews  with  the  dealers  it  was  agreed  to  pur- 
chase an  F740  Ford  with  Gar  Wood  body.  Other  features 
included  V-8  engine  178  h.p,  five  speed  transmission,  16,000 
lb.  2  speed  axle,  off  the  road  rear  tires.  It  was  also  equipped 
with  turn  indicators,  mud  flaps,  flares  and  blinking  light. 

For  snow  removal  it  was  decided  to  equip  the  truck  with 
a  V  type  snow  plow  and  a  wing.  The  committee  located  a 
wing  not  being  used  by  the  State  Highway  Department,  and 
which  was  donated  to  the  town.  In  having  the  plow  mounted 
it  was  found  that  the  power  lift  pump  owned  by  the  town 
was  unsatisfactory  for  the  new  truck  and  necessitated  an  ex- 
penditure of  $255.00.  The  wing  was  mounted  in  such  a  way 
as  to  be  power  operated  from  the  cab  and  was  well  accepted 
by  the  road  agent.  A  complete  analysis  of  expenditures  for 
truck  and  equipment  is  found  elsewhere  in  the  report. 
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Driveways: 

Once  again  the  subject  of  plowing  driveways  must  be 
raised.  Each  year  finds  the  town  with  more  driveway  serv- 
ices required.  Estimates  vary  as  to  the  percentage,  but  it 
seems  fair  to  say  at  least  half  the  cost  of  winter  maintenance 
is  expended  for  this  purpose.  At  present,  the  town  plows 
more  than  eighty  driveways. 

We  feel  that  the  town  has  some  responsibility  for  drive- 
way plowing,  but  should  not  absorb  the  total  cost,  and  that 
a  charge  of  $10.00  per  driveway  per  winter  should  be  made 
to  those  property  owners  desiring    the  service. 

We  propose  the  following  exemptions  from  the  charge : 
(a)  resident  property  owners  over  70  years  of  age  and  (b) 
exemption  upon  presentation  of  a  doctor's  certificate  of  in- 
ability to  shovel  snow  for  reasons  of  health.  The  selectmen 
further  propose  to  reserve  the  authority  to  plow  any  drive- 
way in  emergency. 

Town  Dump: 

As  required  by  law,  the  Selectmen  caused  a  fire  line  to  be 
cleared  around  the  Dump. Fortunately,  this  was  done  before 
some  person  or  persons  unknown  set  the  dump  on  fire.  As  a 
result  much  valuable  space  was  reclaimed,  and  the  rat  prob- 
lem eliminated  for  this  year  at  least.  The  Selectmen  feel 
that  additional  land  should  be  cleared  to  eliminate  the  fire 
hazard  and  a  program  of  weekly  cleaning  and  burning  at 
proper  times  be  instituted.  A  separate  means  of  Garbage 
Disposal   should  also  be  arranged. 
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Your  Town  Dump  is  a  most  important  function  of  public 
service,  for  every  person  who  deposits  burnable  refuse  on 
the  dump  eliminates  a  possible  fire  hazard  in  a  thickly  popu- 
lated area  in  the  little  immediate  fire  protection.

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  annual  ex- 
amination and  audit  of  the  accounts  of  the  Town  of 
Bridgewater  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1958, 
which  was  made  by  this  Division  in  accordance  with  the 
vote  of  the  Town.  Exhibits  as  hereafter  listed  are  inclu- 
ded as  part  of  the  report. 

Scope  of  Audit 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  ac- 
counts and  records  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer, 
Tax  Collector,  Town  Clerk  and  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds. 

Financial  Statements 
Comparative  Balance  Sheets  —  12/31/57  -  12/31/58: 
(Exhibit  A-l) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31,  1957 
and  December  31,  1958,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A-l.  As 
indicated  therein  the  Net  Debt  increased  by  $6,744.87, 
from  $853.69  to  $7,598.56  during  1958. 
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Analysis  of  Change  in  Financial  Condition: 
(Exhibit  A-2) 

An  analysis  of  the  change  in  financial  condition  of 
the  Town  during  the  year  is  made  in  Exhibit  A-2,  with 
the  factors  which  caused  the  change  indicated  therein. 
These  were  as  follows  :

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  ex- 
penditures, estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  December  31,  1958,  are  presented  in  Exhibits 
A-3  and  A-4.  As  indicated  by  the  budget  summary  (Ex- 
hibit A-4),  a  net  overdraft  of  appropriations  of  $2,771.29, 
less  a  revenue  surplus  of  $517.97,  resulted  in  a  net  budget 
deficit  of  $2,253.32. 

Summary  Statement  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures: 
(Exhibit  B-l) 

A  summary  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures 
for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1958,  made  up  in 
accordance  with  the  uniform  classification  of  accounts,  is 
included  in  Exhibit  B-l.  Proof  of  the  Treasurer's  balance 
as  of  December  31,  1958,  is  indicated  in  Exhibit  B-2. 
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Audit  Procedure 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  char- 
ged with  the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public 
funds,  were  examined  and  audited.  Vouchers  and  cancel- 
led checks  were  compared  with  supporting"  invoices  and 
payrolls  as  well  as  entries  in  the  books  or  record.  Re- 
ceipts were  checked  by  source  insofar  as  possible  and 
totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures  verified.  Book  balan- 
ces were  verified  by  comparison  with  reconciled  bank 
balances  made  from  statements  obtained  from  depository 
hanks.  Verification  of  uncollected  taxes  was  made  by 
mailing  notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers  as  indicated  by 
the  Collector's  records. 

General  Comments 

Current  Deficit: 

It  is  noted  that  the  current  deficit  (excess  of  current 
liabilities  over  total  assets)  increased  from  $853.69  to 
$3,126.64,  during  1958.  as  shown  herewith  :

It  is  recommended  that  provision  be  made  in  the  1959 
Town  Budget  for  an  appropriation  to  cover  the  whole  or 
a  part  of  the  current  deficit.  In  order  not  to  increase  the 
tax  rate  too  sharply  in  one  year  it  is  suggested  that  two 
annua'  appropriations  of  $1,500.00,  or  three  annual  ap- 
propriations of  $1,000.00,  if  necessary  to  completely  liqui- 
date the  current  deficit,  may  be  made.

FIRE  WARDEN'S  REPORT 

Twenty-five  percent  of  ail  forest  fires  in  New  Hamp- 
shire are  caused  from  careless  deb:  is  burning  — brush, 
paper,  leaves,  grass,  etc.  Most  of  them  are  started  without 
the  required  permit  from  the  iocal  iorest  fire  warden  The 
cost  of  extinguishing  these  fires  annually  runs  into  large 
sums  of  money. 

According  to  law,  responsible  parties  must  pay  the  cost 
of  putting  them  out.  In  addition,  violators  may  be  subject 
to  court  prosecution  with  fines  running  as  high  as  [$200] 
two-hundred  dollars. 

In  the  interest  of  fire  prevention  why  not  eliminate  burn- 
ing at  home?  Use  your  town  dump.  It  has  been  set  up  for 
your  persona!  convenience.  It  provides  a  suitable  place  for 
the  disposal  of  dangerous  inflammable  waste  material  and 
other  useless  items  which  accumulate  around  the  home  and 
local  stores ;  brush,  ect.,  cut  on  your  property.  Eliminate  the 
hazard  of  burning  yourself.  It  will  be  easier  for  you  — 
personally  and  financially. 

If,  however,  you  do  burn  on  your  premises : 

1.  Secure  a  permit  from  your  local  forest  fire  warden 
—  the  law  requires  it. 

2.  Be  sure  to  properly  supervise  your  burning.  Don't 
leave  it. 

3.  Make  certain  your  fire  is  DEAD  OUT  before  leav- 
ing it. 

Save  yourself  much  possible  difficulty.  Use  your  town  dump.

This  committee  has  held  many  meetings  during  the 
past  year.  Members  of  the  New  Hampshire  Planning 
and  Development  Commission  and  the  Board  of  Select- 
men have  attended  some  of  these  meetings  and  have 
given  us  help  whenever  called  upon.  The  New  Hamp- 
shire Planning  and  Development  Commission  prepared 
a  map  of  the  town  which  has  been  on  display  at  Town 
Meetings  and  at  the  Open  Zoning  Meetings.  This  map 
has  been  marked  to  show  the  various  areas  which  should 
be  zoned  for  Residential  agricultural.  Business  indus- 
trial and  Recreational. 

We  held  two  Open  Meetings,  one  at  the  River  Road 
Schoolhouse  and  the  other  at  the  Grange  Hall.  These 
meetings  were  not  too  well  attended  but  those  who  did 
attend  gave  the  committee  many  good  ideas  which  are 
being  considered  by  the  committee  and  may  be  incorpo- 
rated in  a  new  proposed  zoning  ordinance  which  will  be 
presented  at  Open  Meetings  in  the  late  winter  or  early 
spring. 

A  Special  Town  Meeting  will  be  called  in  April  or 
May  to  vote  on  the  acceptance  or  rejection  of  the  zoning 
ordinance,  but  prior  to  this  meeting  we  will  again  hold  at 
least  one  open  meeting  to  go  over  the  plan  with  the 
voters  of  the  Town.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S    REPORT 

At  the  end  of  January  it  would  appear  that  a  defi- 
ciency of  about  $500  will  be  necessary  because  of  increa- 
sed number  of  pupils  attending-  high  school.  This  in  turn 
is  due  to  new  residents.  Except  for  some  savings  in 
transportation  this  deficiency  would  be  $900.  There  is  no 
way  whatsoever  of  estimating  today  the  number  of  tuition 
pupils  any  district  will  have  a  year  from  now.  Districts 
which  do  not  like  to  vote  contingency  funds  in  a  budget 
will  face  deficiency  appropriations  rather  often.
